plan of medical insurance during 
the next few years can draw some 
useful lessons from Saskatchewan, 
the guinea pig of a great experi- 
ment, What lessons? Surely these, 
among others: 


they don’t want to. Even if the Sas- 
katchewan government had broken 
the doctors’ strike, as it failed to do, 
its insurance scheme would not have 
functioned satisfactorily. No medi- 
cal service can operate on the best 
scientific standards if doctors are 
dissatisfied and consider themselves 
ill treated. 

The lesson here is that no gov- 
ernment should attempt to inaugu- 
rate medical insurance until it has 
come to terms with the only men 
who can treat human illness. Sas- 
katchewan’s mistake in going ahead 
without any advance agreement on 
the doctor’s part will not be re- 
peated in any other province. 

Secondly, the Saskatchewan ex- 
periment demonstrates that the 
free, personal relationship between 
doctor and patient cannot be dis- 
aga Neither of them will permit 
it 

The Saskatchewan. government 
says that it never intended to in- 
fringe this relationship in any way, 
but its legislation was read other- 
wise by the doctors and that was 
the core of the trouble. 

Wisely, the government has re- 
written the law to make sure that 
medicine, except in its financial 
aspects, will not be under state con- 
trol or the influence of politics. If 
the government had made that ab- 
solutely clear in its Statute at the 
beginning a great deal of unneces- 
sary commotion would have been 
forestalled. This second mistake no 
doubt will be avoided in other 
provinces. 

Thirdly, the Saskatchewan case 
demonstrates pretty clearly that 
private medical insurance schemes 
will be allowed to continue along- 
side any state scheme, if citizens 
desire to use them, as they are used

nation——_not because they broke the 


law, as is wrongly suggested, but — 


because they seemed to disregard 
a sacred moral obligation to the 
public. Even if they finally defeated 
the government, the doctors dam-| 
aged themselves severely.

Looking Ahead 


HE CAPITAL REGION PLAN- 
ning Board has rightly stressed 
automobile traffic as one of the 
chief problems in—prospect as @ 
result of expected growth of the 
area around the new Gordon Head 
college carpus. With several thou- 
sand student cars eventually using 
the roads leading to the campus, 
and with the prospective build-up 
of housing in the district, it is im- 
perative that a plan of road devel- 
opment be initiated at the earliest 
moment to care for the expected 
use. . 
Gordon Head is not at present 
readily accessible from all direc- 
tions. Through-roads are scarce in 
that part of Saanich, and one of 
the major decisions shortly must be 
to open up adequate east-west 
access. routes. This the Board 
recommends. 

But also of major importance 
are such considerations as provision 
of land for the schools which will 
have to be built for future popula- 
tion, playing fields, shopping centres 
and other facilities. 

Of equal necessity is action to 
secure the Mystic Creek strip. bor- 
dering the campus on the east to 
ensure its development as a park,

But the checkerboard cornplex 
that seems to rule our lives, and the 
lives of the surveyors who laid out 
urban North America, has also ruled 
out any deviation from the pattern. 

The result is that the typical topog- 
raphy of our communities is represented 
by ruler-straight valleys, gulches and 
ravines. The thoroughfares run © be- 
tween cliffs of buildings, periodically 
intersecting other thoroughfares in their 
ravines. zs 

Occasionally the thoroughfares are 
wide and the cliffs low, as on upper 
Yates Street, and. sometimes the walls 
are high and almost overhanging, as in 
New York’s Wall Street canyon. But 
thé Zeneral pattern is the same. 

Rarely do the ravines and canyons 
broaden out into open spa Itas 
alpine meadows where the eye. can, 
obtain a view and the lungs a breath 
of unconfined air. 

Paris, Berlin, Rome, abound in ex- 
amples of the open space, The rivers of 
traffic debouch inte cobbled or grassed 
glades; there are prospects, views and 
vistas at satisfying intervals; the sur- 
veyors were familiar with the principle 
of. the curve and used it; you can free _ 
yourself of the feeling that Right 
Angularity is akin to the Golden Rule.

body, the blood-cells tend to be small, and 
there is a greater percentage Joss of hemo- 
globin (the red coloring matter in the blood) 
than there is a Joss of red cells. In the. case 
of a “pernicious” type of anemia, the blood 
cells tend to be a bit larger than normal, and 
they tend to contain more than the usual 
amount of hemoglobin. 

Aiso, in cases of the hereditary type of 
“pernicious anemia,” the gastric juice in the 
stomach usually contains no free hydro- 
chlorie acid; also, the person may get gray 
early, and he may develop tingling or strange 
sensations, or weakness in his legs. 

In cases of secondary anemia, the body 
needs iron, while in cases of primary or 
megaloblastic anemia the person needs intra. 
muscular injections of minute amounts of 
vitamin BI2.. According to a recent article 
by Professor Paul Heller, of Chicago, after 
a few weeks of intensive treatment with B12, 
the patient can be maintained in good health 
on an injection of 50 micrograms of B12 
once a month.

Newest Thing In Food 
By PENNY SAVER 


Soup's on! will be your favorite cry after you've tried) 
the newest thing on supermarket shelves. It is a dry soup} 
mix, packed in hermetically sealed cans which keep air out} 
and flavor in, and are puncture proof. In each carton are two 
cans and each can makes four to five servings. 

Some of the ingredients in the soups are preserved by 
a@ process called freeze drying. This newest drying method 
is accomplished by the application of a low heat and high 
vacuum process on food which has been frozen and placed in} 
the freeze dryer. Water is removed from the frozen food as 
a vapor without melting. 

Foods dried by this method retain their cellular struc- 
ture—the cells do not collapse and toughen as they do in 
ordinary drying—and they do not need refrigeration. 


So far there are just six kinds of this soup on the 
market. In eartons selling at 39 cents each, you can buy 
noodle soup made with real chicken stock; chicken noodle 
which boasts freeze-dried pieces of chicken right in the mix, 
or cream of chicken, also of real chicken stock and with 
succulent pieces of chicken meat.
